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PREFACE 


In  the  preparation  of  this  edition  of  the  Family  Register  I 
am  indebted  for  information  other  than  that  pertaining  to 
their  respective  families  to  Judge  Basil  S.  Ramsey,  of  Platts- 
mouth,  Neb. ;  to  Mr.  Eldred  M.  Swearingen,  of  Tuskeega. 
Ala. ;  to  Mr.  Archibald  Means,  of  Peru,  111. ;  to  Miss  Emma 
V.  Mullan,  of  Washington,  D.  C. :  and  to  Lieutenant  James 
C.  Cresap,  of  the  United  States  Navy.  Lieutenant  Cresap 
furnished  the  information,  gathered  from  the  State  archives 
at  Annapolis,  Md.,  showing  that  our  first  American  ancestor 
was  Thomas.  To  the  late  Mr.  Henry  B.  Swearingen,  of  Cir- 
eleville,  0.,  belongs  the  credit  for  making  it  possible  for  this 
geneaology  to  be  published.  In  184-1  he  gathered  of  old  men 
of  the  family  name  in  Maryland  and  elsewhere  information 
showing  the  genealogical  lines  from  Gerret  down  to  many  of 
his  descendents. 

Most  of  the  information  concerning  Gerret  was  obtained 
from  "Documents  Relating  to  the  Colonial  History  of  the 
State  of  New  York, ' ?  published  by  authority  of  the  legislature 
of  that  State  in  ten  large  volumes  from  1835  to  1877,  the 
tenth  volume  being  almost  wholly  devoted  to  "the  Colony 
on  the  South  River."  Official  records  in  Washington.  D.  C. 
and  at  several  places  in  Maryland  have  afforded  data. 

The  orthography  of  the  name  as  written  by  Gerret  was 
"van  Sweringen."  The  dropping  of  the  prefix  van  and  the 
interpolation  of  the  a  was  probably  done  during  the  lifetime 
of  Thomas.  He  grew  up  in  an  English-speaking  community, 
and  it  was  therefore  as  natural  for  him  to  insert  the  a  as 
it  was  for  him  to  drop  the  van.  That  he  did  drop  the  van  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  Van  was  a  given  name  for  one  of  his 
sons.  "Swearingen"  has  been  the  prevailing  method  of 
spelling  the  name  to  the  present  time.  Of  the  few  other 
changes  that  have  been  made  some  were  from  preference, 
others  unintentional.  H.  H.  S.

OUR    IMMIGRANT    ANCESTOR 


GERRET  Van  SWERINGEN  was  bora  in  Beemster- 
dam,'  Holland,  in  163G.  He  was  the  younger  son  of  a 
family  belonging  to  the  nobility,  and  received  a  liberal  educa- 
tion. "When  a  young  man  he  performed  responsible  duties 
in  the  maritime  service  of  the  Dutch  West  India  Company; 
and  in  1656,  when  that  company  fitted  out  the  ship  Prince 
Maurice  with  emigrants  and  supplies  for  the  Dutch  colony 
on  the  Delaware  river  in  America,  he  was  appointed  its  super- 
cargo. This  vessel  sailed  from  the  port  of  Amsterdam  on 
the  21st  of  December,  1656,  and  was  to  have  touched  at 
New  Amsterdam  (now  New  York  City)  ;  but  on  the  night  of 
the  eighth  of  March,  1657,  stranded  off  Fire  Island,  near  the 
southern  coast  of  Long  Island.  The  next  day,  in  freezing 
weather,  the  passengers  and  crew  in  a  frail  boat  got  to  the 
barren  shore,  where  they  remained  several  days  without  fire. 
On  the  third  day  they  saw  some  Indians,  one  of  whom  was 
sent  with  word  to  Stuyvesant,  then  Governor  of  New  Amster- 
dam, who  came  with  a  sloop  and  carried  them  to  that  place. 
A  part  of  the  cargo  of  the  stranded  ship  having  been  saved 
before  the  ship  stove  to  pieces  was  put  on  board  another 
ship,  chartered  at  New  Amsterdam,  and  on  the  sixteenth  of 
April  they  sailed  for  their  destination,  which  they  reached  in 
safety  in  five  days. 

After  the  wreck  Gerret  asked  to  be  relieved  from  the  com- 
pany's service,  as  he  intended  to  make  his  living  there,  and 
as  there  was  "nothing  more  for  him  to  do,"  his  request  was 
granted. 

Fort  Casimir  on  the  Delaware  was  established  by  the 
Dutch  in  1651.  It  was  surprised  in  1654  by  the  Swedes 
and  possession  taken,  but  was  regained  by  the  Dutch  in  1655, 
and  its  name  changed  to  New  Amstel,  (now  New  Castle, 
Del.)  The  Dutch  held  it  until  1661,. when  all  New  Nether- 
lands passed  under  British  dominion.  Concerning  the  then 
current  affairs  Gerret  himself  says: 
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"The  Company  being  soe  indebted  to  the  City  of  Amster- 
dam as  to  the  setting  out  of  a  man  of  warr  in  reducing  the 
South  river  (the  Delaware)  into  theire  possesion  againe  they 
were  resolved  to  make  sale  of  their  said  title  unto  the  said 
Citty.     *     *     * 

"In  fine,  the  Citty  of  Amsterdam  were  made  Lords  and 
Patrons  of  that  Colony  *  *  *  *  A  ship  called  the 
Prince  Maurice  was  provided  to  goe  to  the  said  Colony,  a 
Governor  and  Councill  appointed,  and  a  company  of  soldiers 
consisting  of  about  sixty  men  put  on  board,  and  I  myself  was 
made  supracargoe  over  the  said  ship  and  goods.  *  *  *  * 
The  pasengers  comeing  into  Delaware  in  a  ship  called  the 
Beaver,  hired  at  New  York  after  the  ship  Prince  Maurice  was 
lost.  This  was  the  25th  day  of  April,  1657,  when  we  took 
possesion  of  the  fort  now  called  New  Castle,  and  the  soldiers 
of  the  West  India  Company  quitted  the  same." 

He  was  married  at  this  place  about  1659  to  Barbarah  de 
Barrette,  who  was  born  at  Vallenciennes,  France.  He  was 
sheriff,  commissary,  and  a  member  of  the  Council,  and  was 
also  interested  in  the  cultivation  of  some  low  lands,  a  duck 
pond,  and  trade." 

The  following  letter  of  a  personal  nature  was  written  to 
a  friend  in  Holland  who  was  evidently  a  government  official. 
It  was  filed  with  the  official  records  because,  probably,  of  its 
references  to  the  affairs  of  the  colony,  which  references  are 
in  the  main  omitted  here : 

"Noble,  Worshipful,  Wise,  Right  Prudent  Sir! 
"Sir: 

"With  due  respect  and  reverence  have  I  hereby  taken  the 
liberty  to  greet  you,  through  bounden  duty  of  gratitude  to 
devote  to  you  all  the  days  of  my  life.  I  hope  you  will  not 
consider  the  insignificance  of  my  person,  but  excuse  the 
previous  and  present  boldness  of  so  freely  writing  to  your 
Honor. 

"Such  being  the  case,  I  cannot  neglect  thereby  to  commun- 
icate my  promotion ;  about  a  year  and  a  half  after  my  de- 
parture from  Patria,  with  your  Honor's  favorable  recom- 
mendation, I  have  been  appointed  schout  (sheriff)  here,  sub- 
ject to  the  approbation  of  the  Honorable  the  Principals;  pre- 
viously I  have  taken  care  of  the  store  as  clerk,  and,  after  J.

Rinevelt's  death,  as  commissary,  from  -which  I  have  now  re- 
quested to  be  discharged,  as  I  have,  though  unworthy,  been 
recently  made  Second  Councillor. 


"I  have  received  here  some  goods  from  my  brother,  all 
which  I  have  laid  out  in  house,  horses  and  mules.  *  *  * 
I  am  also  married. 


"Herewith  I  commend  your  Honor  to  the  mercy  and  pro- 
tection of  the  Most  High  God,  and  remain  your  obedient, 
humble  servant, 

"G.  v.  SWERINGEN. 
New  Amstel.     Gerret  says: 

In  1660  he  went  to  Holland,  taking  his  wife  with  him, 
where  he  remained  a  year  in  behalf  of  the  colony.  Return- 
ing the  following  year,  he  resumed  his  former  duties. 

After  New  Amsterdam  was  surrendered  to  the  British  in 
1664,  Sir  Robert  Carr  was  sent  to  demand  the  surrender  of 
New  Amstel.     Gerrett  says: 

"The  Fort  and  Country  was  brought  under  submission  by 
Sir  Robert  Carr  as  deputed  with  two  shipps  to  that  intent. 
Sir  Robert  Carr  did  protest  often  to  me  that  he  did  not  come 
as  an  enemy,  but  as  a  friend  demanding  onely  in  friendship 
what  was  ye  King's  right  in  that  Country.  There  was  taken 
from  the  Citty  and  inhabitants  thereabouts  one  hundred 
sheep,  and  thirty  or  forty  horses,  fifty  or  sixty  cows  and  oxen, 
the  number  of  sixty  or  seventy  negroes  *  *  *  and  the 
estate  of  the  Governor  and  myself,  except  some  house  stuffe, 
and  a  negro  I  gott  away,  and  some  other  movables  Sir  Rob- 
ert Carr  did  permit  me  to  sell." 

It  has  been  said  of  him  'that  after  the  surrender  of  the 
colony  to  the  English  he  publicly  broke  his  sword  across  his 
knee,  and  throwing  it  to  the  right  and  to  the  left,  renounced 
all  allegiance  to  the  Dutch  authorities. 

Shortly  after  the  surrender  he  removed  to  Maryland.  In 
April,  1660,  he,  his  wife,  and  two  children,  on  their  petition  to 
Lord  Baltimore,  were  naturalized  by  act  of  the  general 
assembly  held  at  St.  Marys  in  that  province.     The  import- 
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ance  of  this  act  will  be  seen  when  it  is  stated  that  the  owner- 
ship of  land  was  restricted  to  British  subjects. 

Some  years  after  going  to  Maryland  he  wrote  an  account  of 
the  Dutch  settlements  on  the  Delaware  river,  which  account 
was  probably  written  for  the  Maryland  council  to  use  as 
evidence  in  the  boundary  disputes  between  Lord  Baltimore 
and  William  Penn.  It  was  executed  May  12,  1684,  "at  a 
council  at  Matapany  Sewall,  in  the  Province  of  Maryland," 
and  the  jurat  described  Gerret  as  being  "of  the  City  of  St. 
Maries,  gent,  aged  eight  and  forty  years  or  thereabouts," 
The  extracts  heretofore   given  are  from  this  account. 

He  was  an  "innholder"  at  St.  Marys  and  owned  land  in 
that  county  and  also  in  Talbott  county.  In  the  proclamation 
of  the  charter  of  the  city  of  St.  Marys,  issued  by  Lord  Balti- 
more in  1668,  he  was  appointed  an  alderman  of  the  city. 
In  1674  he  built  the  city's  stocks  and  Avhipping  post.  He 
was  appointed  sheriff  of  the  county  in  1686  and  again  in  1687. 

Barbarah,  his  wife,  died  about  1670.  and  he  married  Mary 
Smith  of  St.  Marys,  the  ante-nuptial  marriage  settlement  be- 
ing executed  October  5,  1676.  He  died  in  1698  and  his 
widow  some  years  afterwards,  she  "in  the  faith  of  the  Eng- 
lish church." 

The  issue  of  his  first  marriage  were  Elizabeth,  Zacharias, 
and  Thomas :  and  of  his  second,  Joseph7~Charles,  Eleanor, 
who  married  a  Carroll ;  Theresa,  Dorothy,  and  another  daugh- 
ter who  married  William  Bladen. 

Zacharias  was  born  at  New  Castle,  Del.,  about  1663,  and 
was  yet  an  infant  when  his  father  moved  to  Maryland.  In 
1694  he,  with  his  father,  joined  in  the  address  of  the  of- 
ficials and  freemen  of  the  city  of  Saint  Mary's  to  the  Gover- 
nor against  having  the  meeting  place  of  the  assembly  chang- 
ed from  that  place  to  Annapolis.  His  widow,  whose  given 
name  was  Martha,  survived  him.  In  her  will  she  mentioned 
a  daughter  Jane  and  appointed  a  guardian  of  her  children, 
and  refers  of  Zacharias  as  "late  of  Saint  Mary's  county." 

Thomas — our  first  American  ancestor. 

Joseph  was  probably  born  in  Saint  Marys  in  1677.  His 
father  in  his  will  appointed  "wife  and  son  Joseph"  execu- 
tors. 

Charles  probably  died  before  his  mother,  as  he  was  not 
mentioned  in  her  will,  while  he  was  mentioned  in  his  father's.

THOMAS  SWEARINGEN  was  probably  born  in  St.  Marys, 
Md.,  ah"out  11)65.  J  lis  wife's  given  name  was  Jane.  He 
lived  in  Somerset  county  where  he  died  in  1710,  and  where  he 
owned  land.  He  left  four  sons*— Thomas,  Van.  Samuel  and 
John,  named  in  this  order  in  his  will.  m

jfc  THOMAS  SWEARINGEN  was  probably  born  in  Somer- 
set county,  Aid.,  in  1688,  and  married  Lydia  Riley  in  1712. 
She  was  born  in  1691  and  died  in  1764.  About  1734  he  settled 
near  the  present  site  of  Shepherdstown,  W.  Va.,  on  the  Pato- 
mac  river,  where  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  days,  having 
accumulated  considerable  land,  which  remained  in  the  pos5- 
session  of  his  descendants  for  more  than  a  century.  Issue: 
Thomas  and  Van. 

SONS  OF  THOMAS. 

THOMAS  SWEARINGEN  was  probably  born  in  Somer- 
set county,  Md.,  about  1717,  and  went  with  his  father  to 
Virginia  in  1734  and  settled  near  Shepherdstown.  Issue; 
Thomas,  Van,  Andrew,  Zecheus,  Joseph,  Benoni,  Drusilla! 
married  Colonel  William  Morgan;  Sallie.  married  Thomas 
Turner;  Eleanor,  married  Isaac  Israel. 

Andrew  was  probably  born  in  Berkeley  county,  Va.,  about 
1752.  He  settled  inWashington  county,  Pa.,  and  was  prom- 
inent in  the  Indian  wars  in  that  part  of  the  country.  One  or 
two  daughters  were  probably  the  issue  of  his  marriage. 
^Van  was  probably  born  in  Berkeley  county,  Va.,  about 
1750,  and  moved  to  western  Pennsylvania.  He  was  an  In- 
dian trader  and  was  called  "Indian  Van."  During  the  Rev- 
olutionary war  he  was  captain  of  a  company  in  the  Eighth 
Pennsylvania  Infantry,  and  was  in  the  succesion  of  conflicts 
which  preceded  the  surrender  of  the  British  armv  at  Sarato- 

*  Note- For  convenience  the  four  sons  of  our  first  American  ancestor 
and  their  respective  descendants  are  divided  into  four  branches  and  each 
branch  noticed  separately. 
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ga;  was  in  the  battle  of  Stilwater,  and  in  the  latter  was  taken 
prisoner,  but  was  soon  released  by  Burgoyne's  surrender. 
He  was  the  first  sheriff  of  Washington  county,  Pa.,  and  held 
the  office  f.or  several  years.  He  married  Eleanor  Virgin  and 
died  in  Wellsburg,  Va.,  December  2,  1793.  Issue.  Thomas, 
Elzy,  Van,  and  Drusilla ;  Drusilla  married  Captain  Sam  Bra- 
dy, the  noted  Indian  scout  and  hero  of  "Brady's  Leap." 

Joseph  was  born  near  Shepherdstown,  Va.,  July  10,  1754. 
He  was  a  lieutenant  in  the  Eighth  Virginia  Infantry,  and, 
serving  throughout  the  Revolutionary  war,  attained  the  rank 
of  captain.  He  was  a  noted  man  in  his  day,  and  owned  a 
fine  residence  on  the  Potomac  river  near  Shepherdstown. 
His  wife  was  Hannah  Rutherford.     Issue :    Thomas  Van. 

Benoni  was  probably  born  in  Berkeley  county.  Va.,  about 
1756,  and  married  a  Miss  Bedinger.  He  lived  in  Maryland 
opposite  Shepherdstown,  and  owned  the  ferry  at  that  place. 
Issue : — 

Harry  Van  was  born  in  Virginia  about  1780.  During  the 
war  of  1812  he  was  captain  in  a  regiment  of  rifles  and  was  a 
gallant  soldier.  For  some  time  he  was  a  prisoner  on  a 
British  vessel,  the  effects  of  which  eventually  caused  his 
death  about  1819,  near  Lexington,  Ky. 

VAN  SWEARINGEN  was  probably  born  in  Somerset 
county,  Md.,  May  22,  1719,  and  emigrated  with  his  father  to 
Virginia  about  1734,  settling  near  ShepherdstoAvn  on  the  Po- 
tomac river.  He  married  his  first  cousin  Sarah,  daughter  of 
his  uncle  Van,  June  19,  1743.  She  was  born  November  20, 
1722,  and  died  November  4,  1766.  He  was  deputy-lieuten- 
ant of  Berkeley  county,  Va.,  before  the  Revolutionary  war, 
with  the  rank  of  colonel,  and  as  the  king's  deputy  was  called 
"King  Van."  During  the  war  he  performed  similar  duties 
under  State  authority.  Some  of  the  letters  written  to  him 
by  Thomas  Jefferson,  Patrick  Henry,  Governor  Harrison  of 
Virginia,  and  other  officials  are  in  the  possesion  of  the  family 
of  the  late  Mr.  Henry  B.  Swearingen.  of  Circleville.  Ohio ;  al- 
so a  bill  of  sale  for  some  negroes  from  Jeremiah  Crabb  given 
in  1755.  A  letter  written  in  1768  by  George  Washington  to 
Van,  wherein  the  latter 's  support  is  solicited  in  the  canvass 
that  the  former  was  then  making  as  a  candidate  for  the  house 
of  Burgesses,  is  among  the  papers  of  the  late  Mr.  Henry  A. 
Thacher,  of  Chillicothe,  Ohio.  Some  years  after  his  wife 
died  he  married  Priscilla  Metcalf.     He  died  April  20,  1788. 
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Issue:  Josiah,  Rebecca,  Hezekiah,  Luranah,  married  "Wil- 
liam Bennett;  Thomas,  Drusilla,  married  Thomas  Ruther- 
ford; Peggy. 

Josiah  was  probably  born  near  Shepherdstown,  Va.,  March 
28,  1744,  and  on  January  5,  1777,  he  married  Phoebe  Strode, 
daughter  of  James  Strode,  Esq.,  a  large  landed  proprietor 
of  Berkeley  county.  She  was  a  descendant  on  her  mother's 
side  from  the  Duke  of  Hamilton.  The  Strodes  were  de- 
scended from  Edward  Strode,  Esq.,  of  Devonshire,  England, 
whose  ancestors  were  established  in  that  country  in  1066  at 
the  time  of  the  conquest  by  William  the  First.  Josiah  was  a 
land  surveyor  and  located  many  tracts  in  Virginia  and  else- 
where. He  was  a  captain  under  Danmore  during  Lewis'  ex- 
pedition to  the  Picaway  plains  of  Ohio.  He  died  August  9, 
1795.     Issue :    Eleanor,  Thomas  Van,  James  Strode,  Samuel. 

Hezekiah  was  born  in  1747,  and  married  Rebecca  Turner, 
He  served  as  soldier  during  the  Revolutionary  war,  and  died 
January  3,  1817.     Issue:     Mary,  married  James  Foreman. 

Van  married  Elizabeth  Morgan.  Issue :  William,  Rebec- 
ca, Hezekiah,  Elmira,  James,  Elizabeth,  and  Mary. 

Thomas  was  born  in  1752,  and  was  a  land  surveyor.  He 
served  as  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  war  and  died  of  con- 
sumption contracted  in  that  service  in  1780. 

THOMAS— THOMAS— JOSEPH. 

THOMAS  VAN  SWEARINGEN  was  born  near  Shepherds- 
town,  Va.,  February  28,  1784,  and  married  Miss  Lane,  who 
was  a  half-sister  of  Governor  Edwards,  of  Indiana.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Virginia  legislature,  and  a  representative  in 
Congress  from  that  State  from  December  9,  1819,  to  Decem- 
ber 2,  1822,  when  he  died.  Issue:  Joseph.  Thomas,  Mary, 
Hannah  V.,  and  Vrginia. 

Thomas  married  Elmira  Warner.  After  her  death,  hp 
married  Laura  Morgan,  and  lives  in  Montevallo,  Mo.  Iss\ie 
— all  of  the  first  marriage:  Alfred  Warner,  Julia,  Harry, 
and  Thomas. 

Alfred  Warner  married  Sarah  Ann  Keen  and  died  in  1SS5. 
Issue:    Joseph,  Sarah,  Maggie,  Jennie,  Mary. 

Julia  Frances  Rebecca  Howard  was  bora  near  Lexington, 
Ky.,  March  14,  1838,  and  married  James  Freeman.  After 
his  death  she  married  J.  E.  McClure,  and  died  January  17, 
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1894,  at  Galeton,  Pa.  Issue — all  of  the  first  marriage :  Harry 
Van  Swearingen  was  born  in  1861;  Alfred  Warner  was  born 
in  1863.  Laura  Ella  Morgan  was  born  November  5,  1867, 
and  married  J.  W.  Cottingham,  of  Delta,  Ohio,  June  5,  1886. 
They  reside  at  Deshler,  Ohio,  where  he  is  in  the  pearl  ash 
business.  Issue:  George  Edwin,  who  died  in  infancy; 
Frances  Elizabeth,  and  Vivian  Louise. 

Harry  has  a  family  and  lives  in  Montevallo. 

Thomas  served  in  the  Confederate  army  and  was  reported 
to  have  been  with  Lee  at  the  surrender,  but  his  family  has 
not  since  heard  of  him. 

THOMAS— THOMAS— VAN. 

VAN  SWEARNGEN  was  born  in  Virginia  in  1787,  and  mar- 
ried Ann  Sargent.  He  moved  to  Clermont  county,  Ohio, 
where  he  held  several  offices  of  trust  and  where  he  died  in 
1822.     Issue:     Ellen,  Margaret,  and  James. 

James  was  born  in  Cleremont  county  in  1815  and  married 
Ann  B.  Sargent.  He  was  an  engineer  on  the  Ohio  River 
steamboats  and  died  in  Cincinnati  in  1850.  Issue :  Augustus 
H.  was  born  in  Clermont  county  in  1845,  and  is  assistant 
inspector-general,  Patriarchs  Militant,  I.  0.  O.  F.,  of  Illinois. 
He  is  married  and  lives  at  Marshall. 

THOMAS— VAN-JOSIAH. 

THOMAS  VAN  SWEARINGEN  was  born  near  Shepherds- 
twon,  Va.,  December  19,  1779,  and  married  Theodocia  Good- 
ale  April  6,  1806.  She  died  in  Chillicothe,  where  they  were 
living,  April  6,  1832..  He  left  Chillicothe  about  1832  and  set- 
tled in  Milford,  Ohio,  whence,  about  1840,  he  removed  to 
Crawford  county,  111.  He  died  at  Olney,  in  that  State,  Sep- 
tember 29,  1863.  He  was  a  man  whom  all  loved;  regular 
in  his  habits,  and  devoted  to  the  culture  of  fine  fruits  and 
flowers.  Issue :  Samuel  Goodale,  Cynthia,  Joseph,  Elizabeth 
Phelps,  Martha  Jane,  and  Maria  Theodocia. 

Samuel  Goodale  was  born  in  Chillicothe,  Ohio_,  in  Janu- 
ary, 1807,  and  married  Sarah  A.  Caldwell.  She  died  May 
20,  1871  ,and  he  afterwards  married  Amanda  C.  Cunnngham. 
He  went  to  Illinois  in  1851,  and  is  now  living  at  Duncanville. 
Issue — all  of  the  first  marriage:  Lincoln  Goodale,  Sarah  C, 
Cynthia  Gooding,  and  Theodore  P. 
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Lincoln  Goodale  was  born  December  7,  1833,  and  mar- 
ried Mary  Palmater  May  1,  18G0.

JAMES  STRODE  SWEARINGEN  was  born  in  Berkeley 
county,  Va.,  (now  Jefferson  county,  W.  Va.,)  February  3, 
1782.     At  the  age  of  thirteen  years  he  became  a  clerk  at 
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Battletown  ( Berry  ville,  Va.,  near  Winchester),  where  ho 
remained  two  years.  He  then  went  into  the  county  clerk's 
office  at  Winchester  and  remained  about  four  years,  when, 
on  account  of  bad  health,  he  left.  His  experience  in  the 
clerk's  office  was  an  excellent  school  for  him,  and  he  then 
formed  those  methodical  habits  so  characteristic  of  him  dur- 
ing life.  In  1799,  then  a  youth  of  seventeen,  he  arrived  at 
Chillicothe,  Ohio,  in  company  with  his  sister,  who  had  gone 
out  to  jon  her  husband,  who  was  also  his  guardian.  In  1800 
he  was  appointed  an  ensign  in  the  service  of  the  United  States. 
Promoted  in  1803  to  the  rank  of  second  lieutenant,  he  con- 
ducted a  detachment  of  troops  through  the  wilderness  from 
Chillicothe  to  Detroit;  suffering  from  exposure  and  want  of 
food.  In  July  following,  at  the  head  of  a  company,  he  left 
Detroit  for  the  mouth  of  the  Chicago  river,  where  it  was  de- 
signed to  establish  a  military  post.  A  rude  block  house 
was  built  on  the  banks  of  the  river,  and  called  Fort  Dear- 
born in  honor  of  General  Henry  Dearborn,  then  Secretary  of 
War.  This  was  the  founding  of  Chicago,  and  one  of  its 
principal  thoroughfares  still  bears  the  name  of  the  old  log 
fort.  From  this  time  up  to  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  of 
1812  he  was  stationed  at  various  posts ;  among  others,  Fort 
Pickering,  Tennessee;  Fort  Mifflin,  near  Philadelphia;  Fort 
McIIenry,  near  Baltimore;  twice  at  Pittsburgh;  Sackett's 
Harbor;  Mackinaw*  Michigan,  and  other  places,  but  most  of 
the  time  on  the  frontier.  When  at  Fort  MeHenry'he  came 
near  dying  of  yellow  fever.  During  this  time  he  conducted 
a  fleet  of  boats  up  the  Maumee  to  Fort  Wayne  for  the  purpose 
of  provisioning  that  post ;  and  superintended  the  clearing  of 
a  passage  for  boats  through  Muscle  Shoals.  While  stationed 
at  Pittsburgh,  he  married  his  cousin,  Nancy  Bedinger, 
daughter  of  Henry  Bedinger,  of  Berkeley,  county,  Va.,  a  mail 
of  natural  ability  and  prominent  in  his  neighborhood,  one 
of  five  brothers  who  served  through  the  entire  war  for  in- 
dependence, himself  being  on  the  staff  of  General  Nathaniel 
Greene,  and  in  1796  located  the  land  in  Jackson  township. 
Pickaway  county,  Ohio,  known  as  the  Bedinger  Survey, 
which  Colonel  Swearingen  received  soon  after  marriage,  but 
never  lived  on  it. 

While  stationed  at  Pittsburgh,  Colonel  Swearingen  called 
on  Aaron  Burr,  he  having  been  Vice  President,  as  a  matter 
of  courtesy,  when  Burr  was  on  his  southern  expedition,  and 
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was  afterwards  summoned  to  Richmond  as  a  witness  in  Burr's 
trial,  but  could  give  no  information.  In  1814,  being  quarter- 
master-general of  the  eighth  military  district,  with  the  rank 
of  colonel,  he  made  his  headquarters  at  Chillicothe,  where  he 
remained  during  life.  Leaving  the  army  at  the  close  of  the 
war  he  remained  a  quiet,  useful  citizen.  In  the  latter  part  of 
his  life  he  belonged  to  a  class  of  the  few  who  are  happy  and 
content  with  their  lot.  The  certificate  of  his  membership  in 
the  United  States  Military  Philosophical  Society,  of  which 
Charle  Cotesworth  Pinckney  was  president,  is  in  the  possess- 
ion of  the  family  of  the  late  Mr.  Henry  B.  Swearingen  of 
Circleville,  Ohio.  A  member  of  the  Masonic  fraternity  for 
over  sixty  years  and  of  the  Episcopal  church  all  his  life. 
Colonel  Swearingen  closed  an  honorable  and  blameless  career 
on  the  third  day  of  February,  1864,  the  eighty-second  anni- 
versary of  his  birth.  Issue:  Henry  Bedinger,  Eleanor, 
Sarah  Bedinger,  Virginia,  James,  and  Nancy  Calhoun.  Vir- 
ginia, born  April  24,  1821;  James,  born  October  31,  1824, 
and  Nancy  Calhoun  died  young.

Being  an  agreeable 
and  entertaniing  companion,  he  was  highly  esteemed  by  his 
fellow  men.

MAR  MA  DUKE  SWEARING  EN  when  about  seventeen 
years  old  was  captured  by  the  Shawnee  Indians,  while  out 
with  a  younger  brother  on  a  hunting  expedition,  some  time 
during  the  Revolutionary  war.  He  was  a  stout,  healthy, 
well-developed,  athletic  youth  and  became  a  model  of  man- 
ly activity,  strength,  and  symmetry  when  of  full  age.  He 
agreed  to  go  with  his  captors  and  become  one  of  them,  pro- 
vided they  would  allow  his  brother  to  go  home  in  safety. 
This  was  agreed  to  by  his  captors  and  carried  out  in  good 
faith  by  both  parties.  When  captured  Marmaduke  (or  Duke 
as  he  was  familiarly  called)  was  dressed  in  a  blue  linsey 
blouse  (or  hunting  shirt)  from  which  garment  he  took  his 
Indian  name  of  Blue  Jacket.  During  his  boyhood,  he  had 
formed  a  strong  taste  or  predilection  for  the  free  savage  life 
as  exemplified  in  the  habits  and  customs  of  the  wild  Ameri- 
can Indians,  and  frequently  expressed  his  determination  that 
when  he  attained  manhood  he  would  take  up  his  abode  with 
some  one  of  the  Indian  tribes.  The  band  or  tribe  with  which 
Blue  Jacket  took  up  his  residence  lived  at  the  time  on  the 
Ccioto  river.  He  entered  with  such  alacrity  and  cheerful- 
ness into  all  the  habits,  sports  and  labors  of  his  associates 
that  he  soon  became  very  popular  among  them.  So  much  so 
that  before  he  was  twenty-five  years  of  age,  he  was  chosen 
as  a  chief  of  his  tribe  and,  as  such,  took  part  in  all  the  coun- 
cils and  campaigns  of  his  time.  He  took  a  wife  of  the  Shaw- 
nees  and  reared  several  children,  among  them  but  one  son. 
This  son, 

Jim  Blue  Jacket,  was  quite  well  known  on  .the  upper  Mi- 
ami river,  during  the  war  of  1812.  He  left  a  family  of 
several  children,  sons  and  daughters,  who  were  removed  with 
the  Shawnee  nation  from  Ohio  to  Kansas  in  1833.  Charles 
Blue  Jacket,  one  of  them,  was  a  well  educated,  highly  intel- 
lectual, intellegent  gentleman.

WILLIAM  WALLACE  SWEAR INGEN  was  born  in 
Montgomery  county,  Md.,  in  1804,  and  his  parents  moved  to 
Bullitt  county,  Ky.,  when  he  was  an  infant.  At  the  age  of 
eighteen  he  married  Julia  F.  Crist,  aged  sixteen,  the  youngest 
daughter  of  the  prominent  farmer  pioneer  and  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  Henry  Crist.  She  died  October  19,  1838, 
and  in  1841  he  married  Mrs.  Isabel  King.  He  died  in  Bul- 
litt county,  July  27,  1869,  having  lived  a  quiet,  dignified,  and 
independent  life.  He  was  a  slaveholder  and  farmer.  Issue: 
Mary  E.,  married  Dr.  James  M.  Bemiss ;  Maria  L.  B.,  married 
first  Christopher  Weathers  and  Dr.  J.  H.  Dupin;  Sarah, 
died  in  her  early  girlhood ;  Catherine,  married  R.  PI.  Field ; 
Julia  F„  married  A.  H.  Field;  George  W. ;  Josephine,  mar- 
ried R.  J.  Meyler;  William  E.,  lives  at  Memphis  Junction,

George  W.  was  educated  at  Center  College,  Kentucky,  and 
at  the  age  of  twenty  he  married  Mary  Embry,  May  4,  1858. 
In  1859,  he  bought  a  plantation  on  the  Arkansas  river,  where 
he  moved  with  part  of  his  slaves.  Before  moving  his 
family  out  he  changed  his  mind;  sold  out  his  interests  in 
Arkansas,  and  settled  on  his  father's  farm,  a  magnificent 
body  of  land,  being  the  spot  upon  which  his  maternal  ances- 
tor, Henry  Crist,  had  settled.     As  a  farmer  he  was  success- 
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fill,  but  with  the  close  of  the  war  and  the  abolition  of  slav- 
ery, whereby  farm  labor  became  greatly  demoralized,  he  sold 
out  and  removed  to  the  city  of  Louisville,  where  he  went  in- 
to the  grocery  business.  This  he  soon  abandoned  and  built 
a  distillery,  known  there  as  the  Mellwood  Distillery  Com- 
pany, and  one  of  the  most  successful  corporations  of  its 
kind  in  the  State.  From  this  he  retired  and  organized  with 
some  other  gentlemen  the  Kentucky  Title  Company  of  Louis- 
ville, and  was  made  its  president ;  but  not  finding  enough  of 
work  in  this  he  resigned,  remaining  a  director,  and  organiz- 
ed the  Union  National  Bank,  of  which  he  is  now  president. 
For  some  years  he  was  president  of  the  Louisville  Presbyter- 
ian Orphanage;  also  of  the  Kentucky  Public  Elevator  Com- 
pany, and  in  many  other  enterprises  has  been  active  and  suc- 
cessful, his  life  from  boyhood  having  been  a  busy  one.  Is- 
sue :  Maggie,  Embry  Lee,  "William  Wallace,  and  Mary  Em- 
bry. 

Maggie  married  James  P.  Curd,  a  Louisville  merchant. 
She  was  a  woman  of  rare  points,  splendidly  educated  and 
trained,  both  at  home  and  at  school,  while  she  went  farther 
and  cultivated  her  mind  to  a  high  degree.  She  died  July  27, 
1889,  leaving  two  children,  Mary  Embry  and  Maggie  Swear- 
ingen.  The  following,  written  by  a  friend,  appeared  in  the 
Courier-Journal  on  the  morning  after  her  death:  "Mrs. 
Curd  was  one  of  the  most  excellent  and  widely-known  ladies 
of  Louisville.  Her  beauty  and  accomplishments,  though 
most  striking,  were  not  more  attractive  than  her  noble  char- 
acter. She  was  a  woman  of  cultivated  mind,  charming  man- 
ners, and  a  pure,  genunie  Christian,  and  a  consistent  member 
of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church.  It  is  doubtful  if  the 
death  of  any  of  the  younger  matrons  of  Louisville  would 
cause  more  universal  regret  and  sorrow." 

Embry  Lee  graduated  at  Rugby  High  School,  carrying  off 
first  honors  three  years  out  of  four.  Being  four  years  at  the 
University  of  Virginia  he  graduated  in  several  schools  there. 
Coming  home  he  established  the  Ashland  Woolen  Mills  Com- 
pany, which  he  is  now  operating,  and  of  which  he  is  presi- 
dent. He  married  Miss  Lallie  Dobinson.  They  have  one 
child,  Amelia  Lawrence.

JOHN  R.  SWEARINGEX  was  born  in  Maryland  in 
1798,  and  moved  from   Kentucky    to    Missouri,    settling   in 
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Jackson  county,  where  he  taught  school  among  the  Indians 
for  sixteen  years.  The  remainder  of  his  life  he  passed  at  In- 
dependence, where  he  was  for  twenty  years  circuit  court 
clerk.     Issue :  John,  William  B.,  Lemuel,  Henry,  and  Joe. 

William  B.  was  born  in  Jackson  county,  Mo.,  in  1818,  and 
married  a  Miss  White.  In  1849  he  went  to  California,  taking 
his  wife  and  two  small  children  across  the  plains,  and  arrived 
at  Placerville  in  August  of  that  year.  During  the  following 
winter  his  wife  died,  and  he  then  moved  to  Sacramento  and 
placed  his  children  with  his  brother-in-law,  William  S.  White.  • 
sheriff  of  Sacramento  county,  where  they  were  sent  to 
school.

Although 
far  removed  from  the  theatre  of  war,  political  excitement 
ran  high,  and  he,  as  were  nine-tenths  of  those  from  the  same 
section  of  the  country,  was  strong  in  his  southern  predilec- 
tion, and  gave  expresions  to  his  opinions  so  openly  that  his 
friends  advised  him  to  change  the  warm  atmosphere  of  Vir- 
ginia City  for  a  more  northern  latitude.  Acting  on  this  ad- 
vice, he  went  north  and  founded  the  town  of  Lake  City  in 
Modoc  county,  Cal.,  where  he  resided  for  many  years.  He 
was  nominated  for  the  State  senate,  but  gave  way  to  another 
candidate,  who  was  successful,  who,  he  said,  had  pledged 
himself  to  have  the  county  seat  fixed  at  Lake  City.  The 
pledge  was  not  fulfilled,  because,  he  said  of  the  successful 
candidate's  treacherous  act.  This  for  a  while  unsettled  his 
mind,  and  hastened  his  end.  He  died  in  1SS0.  He  was  mod- 
est in  his  habits,  kind,  and  the  ideal  Biblical  neighbor;  soft 
spoken,  and  beloved  by  his  grandchilden  while  in  their  frocks 
— a  true  test  of  a  good  man.     Issue: —

Mary  L.,  after  attending  school  in  Sacramento,  was  sent 
to  boarding  school  in  Benicia  at  the  Young  Ladies'  Semin- 
ary, Mary  Atkins,  principal.  Immediately  on  graduating. 
at  the  age  of  seventeen,  she  was  married  to  E.  Black  Ryan, 
Esq.  Mr.  Ryan  was  born  in  Lexington,  Ky.,  November  20, 
1832,  and  lost  his  father  when  he  was  about  seven  years 
old.  Both  of  his  grandfathers  were  from  Virginia.  After 
attending  the  Lexington  city  school,  he  entered  Transylva- 
nia University  at  that  place.  On  August  28,  1849,  he  arrived 
in  San  Francisco  from  New  Orleans,  via  the  Isthmus.

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mediately  making  for  the  mines  he  arrived  at  Canon  Creek, 
Eldorado  county,  in  September.  With  a  party  of  others  he 
mined  here  for  a  month  or  so  with  only  slight  success.

P^or  a  second-hand 
pair  of  boots,  foxy  and  worn,  two  sizes  too, large  for  him, 
he  paid  fifteen  dollars;  they  would  not  now  be  taken  from 
the  ash  pile.  All  hands  soon  went  to  Sacramento,  which 
place  became  his  home  for  twenty-four  years.  Here  the 
struggle  began;  he  was  young  and  inexperienced;  tried  his 
hands  at  a  variety  of  pursuits :  salesman,  clerk  in  hotel,  clerk, 
and"  barkeeper  combined,  and  in  1854  entered  politics;  was 
deputy  in  the  assessor's  office  under  two  administrations. 
In  1857  he  announced  his  candidacy  for  the  office  on  the 
American  ticket,  and  was  elected  by  1,500  majority,  and  was 
re-elected  in  1859  on  the  Democratic  ticket,  but  by  a  much- 
reduced  majority  (350)  as  war  feeling  against  Democrats 
ran  high.  In  1863,  being  defeated  on  the  same  ticket,  he 
went  into  the  pay  department  of  the  United  States  army,  and 
was  located  with  his  principal.  Major  Putnam,  at  Walla  Wal- 
la, W.  T.  In  1865  he  left  this  business  and  was  again  can- 
didate for  assessor  at  Sacramento,  and  was  elected.  At  the 
expiration  of  his  term  he  became  connected  with  the  C.  P. 
R.  R.  Co.,  acting  as  secretary  for  its  president,  Leland  Stan- 
ford ;  was  with  him  for  some  months  at  Ogden  and  Salt  Lake, 
then  alone  in  a  fiduciary  capacity,  handling  all  moneys  used 
in  construction,  etc.  In  1S71  his  department  was  changed, 
and  he  is  now  acting  as  attorney  for  the  company  in  all  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  revenue  for  over  4,000  miles  of  railroad 
and  adjuncts.  In  addition  to  his  railroad  duties  he  has  for 
eight  years  been  notary  public.  San  Francisco  is  their  res- 
idence, but  their  summers  are  spent  at  Menlo  Park,  thirty- 
one  miles  south.  Their  son,  Shirley  B.  S.,  gradutaed  from  a 
business  college  in  18S2.  and  is  in  business  in  his  father's 
departments  with  the  railroad  company.  Their  daughters. 
Daisy  S.  and  Ruth  S.,  have  graduated  from  the  same  institu- 
tion from  which  their  mother  did.

thence  to   Sabetha,   in   the   same   county,   he  soon   became 
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one  of  the  leading  and  prominent  citizens,  being  engaged  in 
mercantile  pursuits  and  in  promoting  public  enterprises.  In 
1882  he  and  family  removed  to  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  where  he 
again  engaged  in  mercantile  pursuits.  On  May  23,  18S3, 
after  a  lingering  illness,  he  departed  this  life  and  was  buried 
at  Sabetha  cemetery,  Kan.  lie  was  a  devoted  husband  and 
father;  was  universally  loved  and  respected  for  his  sterling 
qualities  of  mind  and  heart,  a  faithful,  devoted  and  consistent 
Christian,  a  man  of  noble  and  generous  impulses,  identified 
with  every  charitable  and  benevolent  undertaking  that  came 
within  his  sphere.  He  was  public  spirited  and  enterprising, 
and  Sabetha  bears  many  marks  in  this  direction.  He  was  a 
valued  member  of  the  Masonic  Order  and  was  also  a  member 
of  the  Knights  of  Honor,  and  his  widow,  shortly  after  his 
death,  with  her  children,  removed  to  Seneca,  Kan.,  from 
whence  she  removed  to  Weeping  Water,  Cass  county.  Neb., 
where  she  now  resides  with  her  three  daughters.  She  is  a 
lady  of  ambition,  of  high,  Christian  character  and  culture, 
and  is  devoted  to  her  family.  Issue:  Melvin  D.,  born  Sep- 
tember 4,  1857,  in  Minerva,  0.,  married  Miss  Rose  Sheridan 
at  Carleton,  Thayer  county,  Neb.  For  nineteen  years  he  has 
"been  engaged  as  a  railroad  agent  and  telegraph  operator. 
He  is  now  at  Springfield,  Mo.  Issue:  One  daughter.  Irene; 
William  A.,  born  February  23,  1859,  at  Urichsville.  Columbi- 
ana county,  0.,  at  the  age  of  fifteen  years  commenced  work  as 
a  railroad  agent  and  telegraph  operator,  in  which  pursuit 
he  was  engaged  for  eighteen  years,  last  employment  being 
for  the  Missouri  Pacific  at  Elmwood,  Cass  county,  Neb. 
Tiring  of  railroad  work,  he  resigned  his  position  and  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1892,  accepted  the  deputy  county  clerkship  of  Cass 
county,  which  position  he  now  holds  at  Plattsmouth,  Neb. ; 
on  December  13,  1888,  he  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss 
Bertha  V.  Greenslate,  of  Elmwood,  Neb.,  Miss  Greenslate 
being  a  daughter  of  Silas  Greenslate,  Esq.,  a  prominent  mer- 
chant of  the  same  town.  They  have  one  child,  a  son,  Tom 
Glenn,  born  December  14,  1889,  at  Elmwood,  Neb.;  Lillian 
K,  born  April  12,  18G6,  at  Minerva,  0.  At  the  age  of 
eighteen  she  attended  Mt.  Union  College,  at  Mt.  Union,  0., 
where  she  graduated  in  music  and  book-keeping.  Married 
October  2,  1889,  at  Weeping  Water,  Neb.,  to  William  A. 
Hasse,  where  she  now  resides.  She  is  deputy  postmistress  at 
this  place.  They  have  one  child,  a  daughter,  Beatrice,  born 
July  30,   1890. 
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Alverda  M.,  born  July  26,  1871,  at  Capioma,  Normha 
county,  Kan.,  took  an  academic  course  in  the  Weeping  Wa- 
ter Academy,  at  Weeping  Water,  Neb.,  graduating  in  1S91. 
She  is  engaged  in  teaching  instrumental  music  in  the  acad- 
emy from  which  she  graduated. 

Edna  M.,  born  September  13,  1876,  at  Sabctha,  Nemaha 
county,  Kan.,  resides  with  her  mother  at  Weeping  Water, 
and  is  attending  the  Weeping  Water  Academy. 

Ellen,  born  in  Carroll  county,  0.,  May  11,  1832,  died  April, 
1833. 

Sarah,  born  in  Carroll  county,  0.,  December  15,  1834,  re- 
mained with  her  parents  until  about  1856,  when  she  went  to 
Beaver  county,  Pa.,  where  she  made  her  home  with  her  uncle, 
Zachariah  Swearingen,  until  1860,  when  she  returned  to  Ohio 
and  soon  afterwards  married  Hamilton  Spence  in  the  same 
year.  He  was  a  farmer  and  at  the  breaking  out  of  the  war 
of  1861  enlisted  in  the  army  and  served  through  its  hard- 
ships until  its  close  in  1865.  Soon  after  returning  from  the 
army,  he  died,  leaving  his  wife  the  care  of  three  children,  two 
daughters  and  one  son.  After  her  husband's  death,  she  went 
to  Danville,  111.,  and  subsequently  removed  to  Chicago,  where 
she  now  resides  with  her  son.    Her  two  daughters  are  married. 

Lucnida,  born  in  Carroll  county,  0.,  August  11,  1836,  mar- 
ried Ethan  Clark  about  the  year  1863.  After  a  number  of 
years  of  connubial  happiness  Mr.  Clark  died.  In  1877  she 
married  Jacob  Walk,  a  farmer,  and  lived  in  Osnaburg,  0., 
near  his  farm.  He  was  well  to  do  and  a  citizen  held  in  very 
high  esteem  by  his  neighbors  and  all  who  knew  him.  He 
died  a  few  years  ago  and  Lucinda  departed  this  life  March 
30,  1893.     One  child  was  born  to  this  union. 

Samuel  was  born  in  Washinton  county,  Pa.,  May  19,  1796. 
and  married  Miss  Polly  Saunders  about  1818.  She  died 
in  1841.  Subsequently  he  married  Mrs.  Temperance  A. 
Campbell,  October  19,  1842.  He  had  previously  moved  to 
Richland  county,  0.,  which  he  left  in  1836,  and  moved  to 
Illinois.  In  1837  he  removed  to  the  Territory  of  Iowa.  He 
was  postmaster,  justice  of  the  peace,  delegate  to  the  Constitu- 
tional Convention,  and  a  member  of  the  legislature :  he  was 
also  a  captain  of  militia,  and  as  such  was  in  the  field  during 
the  Iowa-Missouri  difficulty.  He  possessed  great  physical 
strength,  excelling  in  all  athletic  sports.  His  educational  op- 
portunities were  limited  but  well  improved.     Though  fron- 
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tier  life  seemed  to  suit  him  best,  he  led  in  acts  of  charity  and 
benevolence,  and  during  his  latter  years  in  Christianity.  He 
died  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church,  January  8,  1853,  and 
was  buried  by  the  Order  of  the  Sons  of  Temperance.  Is- 
sue :  Several  daughters,  three  sons  that  died  in  infancy,  and 
the  following:

Elbert  Pearson  was  born  in  Dover,  la.,  February  19,  1844, 
and  married  Miss  Mary  Silkett  in  1870.  In  1863,  though  a 
minor,  he  enlisted  in  the  Union  army,  but  was  discharged  on 
demand  of  his  mother.  He  has  been  teacher,  postmaster, 
and  justice  of  the  peace  for  several  years,  and  lives  near  Co- 
lumbus, Neb.  Issue:  Alphea  Elberta,  Elbert  Earle,  Orvan 
Merle,  died  in  1884;  Lawrence  Pearle,  died  in  1884,  Floyd 
Beauty. 

Henry  Dodge  was  born  in  Iowa  January  9,  1848,  and  mar- 
ried Ada  E.  Hughes  in  1870.  Issue:  Elbert  Ernest,  Cora 
Luella,  Henry  Dodge,  Nellie  Armina,  Ada  Ermina,  Arthur 
Earl,  and  Charles  Marion  that  died  in  infancy. 

Richard  was  born  in  Brooke  county,  W.  Va.,  February  5, 
1825,  and  went  to  Iowa  when  he  was  twelve  years  old.  He 
is,  and  has  been  for  half  a  century,  a  minister  in  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church;  and  has  been  presiding  elder  and 
twice  elected  a  delegate  to  the  general  conference,  the  high- 
est legislative  body  in  that  church.  His  educational  advan- 
tags  were  limited,  yet  he  was  a  man  who  possessed  the  ele: 
ments  to  rise,  despite  all  unfavorable  surroundings.  He  ap- 
plied his  mind  to  the  study  of  books,  in  addition  to  the  Bible, 
and  retained  well  all  he  learned;  studied  his  sermons  well, 
and  had  them  at  his  tongue's  end;  and  in  all  the  doctrines  of 
the  Bible  was  clear  and  forcible.  He  has  been  engaged  in 
theological  discussions  with  some  of  the  ablest  men  of  the 
time  and  has  never  been  handled.  The  Iowa  City  Conference 
Daily  published  the  following :  "He  was  in  the  original  Iowa 
conference,  being  now  one  of  the  living  few  once  belonging 
to  that  heroic  body,  and  has  endured  his  share  of  the  hard- 
ships of  those  early  clays.  He  is  a  logician  and  likes  to  tear 
in  pieces  sophistries  of  all  kinds."  He  was  married  to  Miss 
Catherine  M.  Smith  March  2,  1848.  She  willingly  shared 
the  toils  and  privations  of  an  itinerant  life  and  assisted  her 
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husband  in  his  good  work.  She  died  December  23,  1803. 
Seven  children  were  born  to  them :  Edward  Reed,  has  been 
railroad  and  express  agent  at  Darlington,  Wis.,  twenty-six 
years.  He  married  Miss  Emma  J.  Blakeley,  and  has  three 
children — Florence  Reed,  Arthur  Blakely,  and  Glen;  Angeli- 
na Gertrude,  died  at  the  age  of  three  years;  Eliza  Ellinor, 
married  A.  M.  Page,  who  met  with  a  sad  death  by  drowning. 
Issue :  Looloo  Mortimer  and  Erie  Clifton  ;  Evelyn  Van,  mar- 
ried Charles  L.  Beeler;  Charles  Ellsworth,  a  widower,  and 
Perry  Lincoln,  who  married  Miss  Ruby  Sharp,  are  professors 
and  teachers  of  music ;  Carrie  McNary,  married  Mr.  Earl 
Franklin,  a  lumber  merchant  of  Sioux  City,  la. 

BASIL  SWEARINGEN  was  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa  , 
about  two  miles  from  Kendall  post-office,  on  his  father's 
homestead,  on  April  2,  1782.  At  an  early  age  he  became  in- 
terested in  agriculture  and  succeeded  in  acquiring  about  one 
thousand  acres  of  woodland  on  the  head  waters  of  Kings 
Creek.  A  large  part  of  this,  by  his  industry  and  energy,  was 
converted  into  productive  farms,  upon  which  were  kept  large 
numbers  of  sheep,  the  wool  from  which  afforded  the  princi- 
pal income.  A  principal  production  of  the  farm  in  those 
days  was  flax,  whch  was  produced  in  large  quantities  by  the 
subject  of  this  sketch  and  manufactured  into  linen  for  cloth- 
ing, for  house  use,  etc.  Nearly  all  of  this  large  amount  of 
land  owned  by  Mr.  Swearingen  is  now  (May,  1S93,)  owned 
by  his  grandchildren.  Mr.  Swearingen  married  Sarah  Wil- 
coxen.  He  died  May  15,  1852,  and  she  died  in  March,  1856. 
Both  are  buried  in  the  Bethel  cemetery,  near  Bethel  M.  E. 
Church,  Beaver  county,  Pa. — a  cemetery  on  land  donated 
for  that  purpose  by  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  Issue :  An- 
thony, drowned  while  young  in  the  spring  near  his  father's 
house.  When  found  his  head  was  at  the  bottom  of  the  spring 
and  feet  near  the  surface.  He  was  supposed  to  have  fallen 
in  while  trying  to  reach  a  leaf  at  the  bottom,  the  spring  be- 
ing about  three  feet  deep  and  walled  in  on  three  sides  with 
rock;  Catherine,  married  Emanuel  Dornen  ;  Ruth  (1),  died  in 
infancy;  Sarah,  married  John  Wallace;  Elizabeth,  married 
Dr.  John  Harsha ;  Ruth  (2),  married  John  Campbell. 

Alletha  was  born  in  1806  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.;  marrie'd 
Jonathan  Duncan  in  January,  1S22.     Both  are  dead.     Issue : 

Sarah  A.,  born  September  11,  1823,  and  now  resides  at 
Berea,  Neb.     She  was  married  to  William  McCandless,  of  Me-

Donough  county,  111.,  the  marriage  taking  place  in  Washing- 
ton county,  Pa.,  on  January  5,  1847.  Her  husband  was  a 
soldier  in  the  Union  army  during  the  rebellion  and  was  killed 
during  the  war. 

Basil  A.  was  born  April  8,  1825,  and  was  married  to  Julia 
Standard  in  McDonough  county,  111.,  in  1852.  She  subse- 
quently died.  He  was  again  married,  to  Martha  Myrick. 
He  is  dead. 

Thomas  K.  was  born  December  12,  1826,  and  was  married 
to  Miss  Mary  Bobbins,  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa. 

Catharine  was  born  October  13,  1828,  and  died  in  iufancy. 

William  was  born  April  9,  1831. 

Samuel  was  born  in  Hanover  township,  Beaver  county,  Pa., 
January  7,  1807.  He  was  the  second  son  of  a  large  family. 
His  entire  married  life  was  passed  on  the  farm  on  which  he 
died  and  almost  within  sight  of  where  he  was  born. 

No  man  in  the  neighborhood  in  which  he  lived  was  more 
highly  respected  or  more  implicitly  trusted.  Although  he 
lived  almost  to  the  age  of  seventy-four  and  had  administered 
on  several  states  he  was  Dever  sued  at  law  and  never  brought 
suit  against  another.  While  he  was  familiarly  known  among 
friends  and  neighbors  as  "Capt.  Sam,"  from  having  in  his 
early  manhood,  succeeded  his  father  as  captain  of  a  compary 
of  militia,  he  loved  peace  rather  than  war.  The  sword  he 
carried  at  this  time  is  kept  at  the  old  homestead  as  a  memen- 
to of  former  days.  He  was  a  quiet,  unassuming  man.  He 
read  a  great  deal,  especially  during  the  winter  season.  The 
last  few  years  of  his  life  he  suffered  much  from  an  affliction 
which  caused  his  death  December  1,  1880.  His  first  wife 
was  Miss  Rowena  Chapman,  of  New  Cumberland,  W.  Va. 
To  them  was  born  one  daughter,  "Rowena.  The  mother  died 
the  following  year.  About  four  years  later,  or  1835,  he  was 
again  married  to  Miss  Martha  Spivey,  who  is  still  living  at 
Poe,  Pa.,  in  her  eighty-first  year.  Of  her  it  may  properly  be 
said  a  truer  wife  and  a  worthier  mother  'twould  be  hard  to 
find.  Intensely  loving  and  devoutly  Christian,  she  possesses 
every  trait  of  noble  womanhood.     Children  : 

Rowena  was  born  September  21,  1S32.  Married  A.  M. 
Hanlin,  of  Washington  county,  Pa.,  now  deceased.  Issue: 
Lewis,  Anna,  Samuel,  James,  and  Maude. 

Basil,  born  October  1,  1836,  who  now  occupies  the  old 
homestead,  was  married  to  Miss  Rachel  A.  Doak,  of  Beaver 
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county,  Pa.     They  have  two  daughters  living,  Eva  A.  and 
Lula  L. 

Lewis,  bora  October  23,  1S38,  grew  to  manhood,  learned 
the  carpenter  trade;  was  a  natural  mechanic  and  a  good 
mathematician.  In  August,  18G2,  he  answered  his  country's 
call  by  volunteering  in  Co.  F,  140th  Pennsylvania  Volunteer 
Infantry.  He  was  in  the  battles  of  Chancellorville  and  Get- 
tysburg. His  noble,  promising  young  life  went  out  in  that 
hotly  contested  field.  He  was  shot  through  the  brain  in 
the  second  day's  fight.  His  bones  repose  in  Gettysburg  cem- 
etery. His  grave  is  among  the,  "unknown  Union  soldiers." 
Although  he  served  his  country  less  than  one  year  as  a  soldier 
it  was  long  enough  to  develop  the  fact  that  he  shrank  from 
no  hardship  and  feared  no  danger  if  duty  to  God  or  country 
demanded  that  he  should  act.  Comrades  tell  us  he  was  a 
general  favorite  with  the  boys  of  his  regiment.  His  memory 
and  deeds  are  very  dear  to  those  of  the  family  who  survive 
him. 

Lavina,  the  only  surviving  daughter  of  the  second  marri- 
age, was  born  October  5,  1840.  She  is  a  milliner  and  dress- 
maker and  makes  her  home  at  New  Cumberland,  W.  Va.  She 
has  always  beeen  somewhat  delicate  in  health,  and  is  un- 
married.

Samuel  C.  was  married  June  21,  1877,  to  Miss  Mattie  J. 
Courtney,  of  Stark  county,  O.  Their  courtship  began  when 
they  were  students  at  Alliance  College,  Alliance,  0.  Their 
union  was  a  very  beautiful  one  in  the  fact  that  they  were  de- 
votedly attached  to  each  other  and  were  both,  very  devout 
Christians.  Their  pleasant  home  was  made  extremely  sad  on 
June  12,  1890,  by  the  death  of  the  dear  wife  and  mother. 
He  now  lives  with  his  aged  mother  and  his  three  children, 
Emerson  C,  born  September  12,  1878 ;  Grace  E.,  born  Seo- 
tember  11,  1S81 ;  and  Zelpha  M.,  born  May  18,  1883 ;  at  Poe, 
Pa.     He  has  been  a  farmer  and  a  successful  teacher. 

William  B.,  born  March  12,  1849,  was  educated  in  the 
public  schools  of  his  native  state  and  at  Alliance  College  and 
the  Hopedale  Normal  School,  both  of  Ohio.  He  has  taught 
for  more  than  twenty  years,  the  greater  part  of  the  time  as 
principal  or  superintendent  of  schools — was  for  three  years  a 
president  of  a  college  in  Missouri.  Since  maturity  he  has 
lived  in  the  following  States:  Pennsylvania,  "West  Virginia, 
Ohio,  Nebraska,  Missouri,  and  Indiana.     He  is  now  superin- 
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tendent  of  the  public  schools  at  Argas,  Marshall  county,  Ind. 
He  was  married  in  1878  to  Miss  Flora  Bell  Briggs,  of  Indus- 
try, Pa.  This  union  has  been  blessed  with  five  brightt,  heal- 
thy boys:  Wilmot  Briggs,  born  November  29,  1878;  Fred- 
erick Stnaley,  born  February  8,  1881;  Clalde  Vivian,  born 
February  8,  1883;  Willie  Ellis,  born  January  27,  1SS7 ;  and 
Wade  Hamnet,  born  March  21,  1891. 

John  A.  is  a  sucessful  farmer.  His  address  is  Kendall, 
Beaver  county,  Pa.  He  was  married  in  1881  to  Miss  Me- 
lissa Miller  of  the  same  county.     They  have  one  son,  Albert. 

Andrew  Jackson,  the  youngest  member  of  the  family,  was 
born  July  3,  1854.  He  is  a  carpenter  and  contractor.  Has 
prospered.  He  married  Miss  Ella  Chapman,  of  West  Vir- 
ginia, October  1,  1876.  Issue:  a  son — Clarence  C.  Their 
address  is  New  Cumberland,  W.  Va. 

The  contributor  desires  to  say  here  that  this  particular 
family  have  done,  and  are  doing,  their  part  meekly  but  earn- 
estly to  maintain  the  honor  and  prestige  of  the  ancient  and 
honorable  name — "Van  Swearingen." 

Mary,  was  born  October  13,  1813,  on  her  father's  farm, 
near  Poe,  Pa.  Her  girlhood  days  were  passed,  as  was  the 
custom  of  the  time,  in  assisting  to  perform  the  varied  duties 
of  the  farm  pertaining  to  girlhood  life,  such  as  milking  cows, 
churning  butter,  carding  wool  with  handcards,  spinning  the 
same  into  yarn,  knitting,  manufacturing  flax  into  linen,  and 
making  the  flannel  thus  made  from  wool  and  linen  from  flax 
into  wearing  apparel  for  use  of  members  of  the  family.  Her 
educational  advantages  in  those  days  were  very  limited. 
Free  schools  were  then  unknown  and  "subscription  schools" 
were  the  only  ones  where  the  youth  received  even  the  rudi- 
ments of  an  education.  At  an  early  age  she  professed  relig- 
ion, and  during  her  whole  life  was  a  devoted  adherent  of  the 
Presbyterian  faith.  On  July  1,  1834,  she  was  married  to  Wil- 
liam Ramsey,  son  of  Samuel  "Ramsey  ,then  living  near  a  place 
now  known  as  "Commettsburg,  Pa."  and  about  three  miles 
from  her  father's  home.

She  died  Feb- 
ruary 13,  1886,  near  Poe,  Pa.,  and  was  buried  in  Kings  Creek 
cemetery.  Her  children  were :  Miles,  who  bears  the  name 
of  his  distinguished  ancestor,  was  born  at  Poe,  Pa.,  and  is  now 
married  and  a  successful  and  prosperous  farmer  near  Murray, 
Cass  county,  Neb.  William  died  in  infancy  on  the  Standish 
homestead,  near  Frankfort  Springs,  and  is  buried  in  Kings 
Creek  cemetery.  Edward  M.,  born  near  Frankfort  Springs, 
graduated  at  Edinborough  Normal  School,  Pennsylvania,  and 
was  for  a  number  of  years  a  leading  and  successful  teacher 
of  the  public  schools  of  Beaver  county,  Pa. ;  died  August  8, 
1889,  and  was  buried  in  King's  Creek  Cemetery.  John,  born 
in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  emigrated  to  Oregon,  is  married,  and 
a  successful  blacksmith  and  wagon  maker  at  Halsey,  Lynn 
county,  Ore.  Sallie,  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  married 
David  Ramsay,  emigrated  to  Nebraska,  and  is  now  living  on 
a  farm  near  Springfield,  Sarpy  county,  Neb.  Mary,  born 
in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  emigrated  West,  married  Frederick 
Ball,  and  is  now  living  near  Ames,  Steward  county,  la. 
Washington,  born  in  Hancock  county,  W.  Va.,  is  married 
and  a  thrifty  carpenter,  and  lives  at  East  Liberty,  Pa.  Boone 
and  Grant,  both  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  now  reside  at 
Brownville,  Ore.  Frank,  born  in  Hancock  county,  W.  Va., 
resides  near  Anderson,  in  the  same  county.  Maggie  Bell, 
born  in  Hancock  county,  W.  Va.,  died  when  about  two  years, 
old  and  was  buried  in  King's  Creek  Cemetery. 

John  was  born  March  4,  1837,  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  emi- 
grated to  Nebraska  in  1858  and  settled  in  Cass  county ;  mar- 
ried Dorothy  M.  Hobson,  on  January  11,  1860.  Miss  Hob- 
son  was  a  native  of  Yadkin  county,  N.  C.  Mr.  Ramsay  was 
one  of  the  first  settlers  and  pioneers  of  Nebraska  and  as  such 
braved  the  perils  and  hardships  of  frontier  life,  finally  suc- 
ceeding in  improving  and  beautifying  one  of  the  many  beau- 
tiful homes  in  a  country  once  called  "the  Great  American 
Desert."  He  is  deeply  interested  in  stock  raising  and  gives 
special  attention  to  the  raising  of  fine  horses.  His  home  is 
about  eight  miles  from  Louisville,  Neb.,  which  place  is  his 
post-office.     His  children  consist  of  William  B.,  born  in  Cass 
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county,  Neb.,  unmarried  and  now  lives  near  Loveland,  Col., 
and  is  engaged  in  farming;  Hugh  B.,  born  in  Cass  county, 
Neb.,  married  and  now  lives  near  Loveland,  Col.,  and  is  a 
carpenter  by  trade ;  Lawrence  P.,  born  in  Cass  county,  Neb., 
unmarried  and  lives  near  Loveland,  Col.,  and  is  also  engaged 
in  farming;  Charles  D.,  John,  and  James  were  born  in  Cass 
county,  Neb.,  unmarried  and  reside  with  their  father;  Milton 
D.,  the  youngest,  died  in  infancy. 

Sara  A.  was  born  March  15,  1839,  on  the  old  patrimonial 
homestead  near  Frankfort  Springs,  Pa.,  still  resides  there, 
and  is  unmarried. 

Catherine  was  born  December  22,  1841,  on  the  old  patri- 
monial homestead,  was  married  February  29,  1876,  to  John 
Ramsey,  and  now  lives  near  Commettsburg,  Pa.  They  have 
two  children. 

Basil  S.  was  born  in  a  log  house  on  the  old  patrimonial' 
homestead,  two  miles  and  a  half  from  Frankfort  Springs,  Pa., 
on  July  4,  1844.  He  was  christened  for  the  maternal  grand- 
father. At  the  age  of  about  six  years  he  was  sent  to  school 
to  Prof.  David  Carson,  and  at  about  the  age  of  eight  years  he 
was  sent  to  the  Braden  District  School,  near  Commettsburg, 
Pa.,  taught  by  Samuel  Swearingen,  a  son  of  Zachariah  Swear- 
ingen,  of  the  line  of  John — Samuel.  In  those  days — 1852 — 
a  period  of  three  months  was  the  limit  of  free  schools  for  a 
year,  but  during  this  term  of  school  the  subject  of  this  sketch 
mastered  the  elementary  rules  of  arithmetic  and  made  com- 
mendable progress  in  other  branches.  This  was  due  in  part 
to  a  natural  inclination  to  study  and  especially  to  the  pains- 
taking and  great  encouragment  of  the  teacher,  who  was  a 
fine  scholar  and  an  enthusiast  in  the  intellectual  development 
of  the  youthful  mind.  While  attending  the  district  school 
at  the  old  Braden  school  house,  which  he  did  for  a  number  of 
years,  during  the  winter  months,  the  subject  of  this  sketch 
also  took  private  lessons  from  his  first  teacher,  Prof.  Carson, 
who  initiated  him  into  the  intricacies  of  geometry,  trigon- 
ometry, lograithms  and  surveying.  From  the  time  he  was 
able  to  work  until  nearly  nineteen  years  old  Basil  S.  worked 
on  the  old  patrimonial  homestead,  assisting  to  farm  the  rock- 
bound  hills,  clearing  and  grubbing  out  the  land,  thus  increas- 
ing the  number  of  tillable  acres.  On  June  26,  1863,  tiring  of 
the  hard  farm  life  on  the  rugged  hills,  he  took  French  leave 
of  home,  family  and  friends  and  struck  out  for  himself  with 
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less  than  six  dollars  in  cash,  but  with  ambition  equal  to 
several  millions  of  dollars  in  wealth.  June  26,  1863,  he  cross- 
ed the  Ohio  river  at  Steubenville.  There  he  boarded  a  train 
and  landed  at  Newark,  Licking  county,  O.  Here  he  engaged 
as  a  farm  hand  in  the  harvest  field — was  employed  by  a  man 
named  Lewis  Jenkins;  remained  here  until  September  ^fol- 
lowing, when  he  went  to  Marion  county,  la.,  where  he  was 
engaged  on  a  farm  and  commenced  reading  medicine  under 
Dr.  F.  A.  Rogers,  then  a  leading  physician  of  that  county. 
In  August,  1864,  he  again  pulled  out  for  the  West,  traveling 
by  stage  and  "buckboard,"  crossing  the  Missouri  river  at 
Plattsmouth  August  4,  1864,  and  has  continuously  resided  in 
that  county  (Cass)  ever  since.  On  arriving  in  Cass  county, 
Neb.,  he  found  himself  broken  down  in  health  with  less  than 
sixteen  dollars  in  money,  but  with  the  same  old  indomitable 
energy  and  spirit,  and  at  once  went  to  work,  farming  during 
the  summer  and  teaching  through  the  winter,  wages  being  for 
teachers  thirty  dollars  a  month  and  "board  around."  The 
first  and  second  terms  were  taught  two  and  one-half  miles 
south  of  Plattsburg,  Neb.  In  1865,  being  broken  down  in 
health,  he  was  advised  by  his  physicians  to  take  a  trip  "over 
the  plains"  and,  in  the  language  of  Mark  Twain,  to  "rough 
it."  In  August  of  that  year  he  left  the  Missouri  river  with 
four  yoke  of  cattle  and  a  load  of  shelled  corn  for  the  soldiers 
at  Fort  Julesburg,  Col.,  in  company  with  six  other  similarly 
ladened  teams  and  wagons.  The  Indians  at  that  time  were 
on  the  "war  path"  and  made  a  specialty  of  killing  bosses  and 
drivers  and  running  off  the  cattle.  After  leaving  Fort  Kear- 
ney, 200  miles  west  of  the  Missouri,  Indians  could  be  seen  on 
the  bluffs  on  either  side  of  the  Platte  river  riding  their  ponies 
and  ready  to  attack  any  weak  and  defenseless  freight  train. 
The  night  before  crossing  "0 'Fallon's  Bluff,"  a  noted  place 
on  the  Platte  river,  the  Indians  had  made  an  attack  on  a 
Government  train,  killed  one  of  the  drivers  outright,  filling 
his  body  with  seventeen  arrows,  and  mortally  wounding  the 
rest  of  the  drivers,  and  finally  succeeded  in  stampeding  all  the 
cattle.  This  incident  made  danger  very  apparent  to  our 
youthful  "bullwhacker  and  to  his  fellow  drivers,  but  being 
well  armed  with  Springfield  rifles  and  revolvers,  and  careful- 
ly guarding  against  surprises  from  the  Indians,  the  train 
passed  safely  over  the  "bluff"  and  after  passing  through 
many  Indian  alarms  finally  reached  old  Fort  Julesburg  in 
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Colorado  with  "scalp-lock"  intact.  Unloading  the  Govern- 
ment freight,  the  subject  of  this  sketch  was  placed  in  com- 
mand of  the  train  on  its  return  to  the  Missouri  river,  the 
"boss,"  William  Alltaffer,  having  taken  a  pony  and  struck 
out  for  his  home  by  a  nearer  route.  The  return  to  the  Mis- 
souri river  was  in  some  respects  unique  and  amusing.  A 
numebr  of  cattle  had  become  foot-sore  and  unable  to  travel ; 
these  were  loaded  into  empty  wagons  and  hauled  home,  a 
distance  of  several  hundred  miles.  Nothing  happened  on 
the  return  trip  to  cause  apprehension  of  Indians  except  one 
night  when  in  camp  and  all  asleep.  The  wagons  were  ar- 
ranged in  a  half-circle,  forming  a  "corrall"  in  which  the 
oxen  were  "yolked. ".  After  camping  in  the  evening  a  camp- 
fire  was  usually  built  inside  this  "corrall,"  where  supper 
was  prepared.  On  this  particular  occasion  a  kettle  of  beans 
was  left  on  the  fire  to  cook  during  the  night.  After  mid- 
night some  time  a  rattling  of  the  kettle  and  other  camp  uten- 
sils aroused  the  sleeping  "bullwhackers. "  It  was  at  once 
supposed  that  the  Indians  had  made  an  attack.  The  sub- 
ject of  this  sketch,  who  was  in  command,  and  who  occupied 
the  "grub  wagon"  as  his  sleeping  apartments,  snatched  up 
his  Springfield  gun,  drew  a  bead  as  best  he  could  on  any- 
thing near  the  camp  fire,  and  pulled  the  trigger.  The 
aim  was  well  taken,  for  mingling  with  the  perfumes  of  pow- 
der came  the  more  powerful  odor  of  a  full-grown,  fully-de- 
veloped, heavily-scented,  Nebraska  skunk.  The  Indian  scare 
thus  over  and  the  "corrall"  moved  out  of  range  of  the  odor- 
iferous skunk,  the  "bullwhackers"  again  reposed  in  the  arms 
of  old  ' '  Morpheus. ' '  The  return  home  was  made  in  October, 
1865,  and  after  an  absence  on  the  plains  of  two  months,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch  had  increased  in  weight  from  120  to 
162  pounds,  and  had  entirely  regained  his  lost  health.  For 
the  next  ten  years  he  was  principally  occupied  in  teaching, 
devoting  more  or  less  time  in  improving  a  farm  of  eighty 
acres  in  Cass  county,  which  he  had  purchased  for  $300  in 
1868.  He  commenced  reading  law  under  the  present  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Nebraska,  Judge  Maxwell, 
and  was  admitted  to  the  Cass  county  bar  in  November,  1879, 
and  immediately  entered  upon  a  lucrative  and  successful 
practice.  In  1881,  he  formed  a  law  partnership  at  Platts- 
mouth,  the  county  seat  of  Cass  county,  with  Judge  Albert 
W.  Crites,  now  of  Chadron,  Neb.  This  partnership  con- 
tinued until  1886,  when  it  was  mutually  dissolved,  Judge 
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Crites  removing  to  Chadron,  and  the  subject  of  our 
sketch  continued  to  practice  law  at  Plattsmouth,  also  in 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  and  the  Federal  Courts. 
Mr.  Ramsey,  in  politics,  is  a  Democrat,  and,  as  such,  has  had 
a  limited  experience  in  office  holding,  The  county  in  which 
he  lives  has  always  been  strongly  Republican  by  about  500 
majority.  He  was  twice  a  candidate  for  county  clerk  and 
once  for  representative  in  the  legislature  just  after  the  terri- 
tory was  organized  into  a  State  in  1866,  but  the  Republican 
majority  was  too  strong  and  party  lines  too  closely  drawn 
and  he  was  defeated.  In  1875  he  was  elected,  on  the  Dem- 
ocratic ticket,  for.  county  commissioner  by  a  majority  of  250, 
overcoming  a  Republican  majority  of  500.  In  this  office 
he  served  for  three  years,  the  last  of  which  he  was  chairman 
of  the  board  of  commissioners.  He  declined  a  renomination 
for  the  same  office.  In  1883,  he  was  elected  journal  clerk  of 
the  State  senate,  receiving  the  unanimous  vote  of  that  body,  a 
position  he  held  for  two  years.  In  November,  1889,  he  was 
elected  county  judge  of  the  county  of  his  adoption  by  a  ma- 
jority of  330  and  again  re-elected  in  1891  by  a  majority  of 
647  out  of  total  vote  of  4,200,  receiving  143  majority  in  the 
strongest  Republican  ward  in  the  county.  In  January,  1S93, 
he  commenced  his  fourth  year  on  the  bench  as  county  judge. 
Unlike  the  majority  of  his  relatives  on  the  maternal  side,  he 
remained  a  bachelor  until  December  25,  1882,  when  he  was 
united  in  marriage  at  Columbus,  Platte  county,  Neb.,  to  Miss 
Libbie  Crites,  the  youngest  sister  of  his  law  partner,  Judge 
Albert  W.  Crites,  to  whom  reference  has  been  made.  Miss 
Crites  as  a  native  of  Wisconsin,  born  in  Racine  county  Feb- 
ruary 10,  1S55.  She  took  a  teacher's  training  course  in  the 
normal  school  at  White  Water,  Wis.,  and  for  a  number  of 
years  subsequently  was  successfully  engaged  in  teaching  in 
Wisconsin  and  Nebraska.  Their  children  consist  of  William 
Paul,  born  June  30,  1884,  at  Plattsmouth,  Neb.,  and  Minnie 
Grace,  born  November  23,  1892,  at  Plattsmouth,  Neb.,  and 
died  February  4,  1893,  and  buried  in  Oak  Hill  Cemetery  at 
Plattsmouth,  Neb. 

Wiliam  was  born  on  the  old  homestead  in  Beaver  county 
on  June  7,  1847.  About  May  1,  1858,  while  engaged  in  haul- 
ing the  logs,  out  of  which  the  old  log  house  in  which  he  was 
born  had  been  built,  he  was  unfortunately  kicked  in  the 
stomach  by  a  vicious  ox  he  was  driving.  The  log  chain,  used 
in  draging  the  logs,  had  slipped  off  the  end  of  the  log  and

when  stepping  behind  the  ox  to  refasten  it  to  the  log,  the 
steer  kicked  him.  From  the  injury  thus  received,  he  suf- 
fered the  most  excruciating  agony  until  May  9,  1858,  when 
death  relieved  his  suffering.  He  was  buried  in  the  old 
Kings  Creek  Cemetery. 

Isabella  was  born  on  the  old  homestead  in  Beaver  county 
on  January  11,  1850,  and  remained  there  until  in  March, 
1871,  when  she  accompanied  her  brother,  Basil  S.  (then  on 
his  first  visit  to  his  old  home  since  1863),  to  Cass  county, 
Neb.,  where,  for  a  number  of  years,  she  was  housekeeper  for 
her  brother  and  was  also  engaged  in  teaching.  On  March 
29,  1876,  she  was  married  at  Plattsmouth,  Neb.,  to  Dr.  John 
M.  Waterman,  who  was  a  native  of  Otsego  county,  N.  Y., 
and  had  been  a  soldier  in  the  War  of  the  Rebelion,  having 
been  a  volunteer  from  New  York.  For  a  number  of  years 
she,  with  her  husband,  lived  at  Louisville,  Neb.,  where  he 
was  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  and  also  engaged  in 
drug  business.  Four  children  were  born  to  them.  Dottie, 
who  died  at  the  age  of  thirteen  months ;  Russel,  who  died  at 
the  age  of  eighteen  months ;  both  buried  in  the  Walradt  Cem- 
etery near  Louisville,  Neb. ;  Ethel  and  Ruth,  who  now  live 
with  their  parents  near  Hay  Springs,  Sheridan  county,  Neb. 
The  doctor  was  a  professor  in  the  Physio-Medical  Institute  at 
Cincinnati  for  a  number  of  years  and  is  now,  May,  1893,  in 
charge  of  the  medical  department  of  the  Pine  Ridge  Agency, 
S.  D. 

Rebecca,  the  baby  of  the  family,  was  born  on  the  old  home- 
stead on  March  20,  1852.  She  is  unmarried  and  lives  with 
her  sister,  Sarah  A.,  on  the  patrimonial  homestead  where  she 
was  born.  Nothing  can  induce  the  two  siters  to  separate  and 
they  religiously  and  faithfully  take  care  of  the  old  child- 
hood's  home. 

Jackson  was  born  in  Beaver  county  in  1815  and  married 
Nancy  Ann  Laughlin.  After  the  war  he  moved  to  the  vil- 
lage of  Hookstown,  where  he  died  in  1887.  His  family  con- 
sisted of  five  children : — 

Basil  married  Mrs.  Anna  Boid,  and  is  now  dead.  Issue: 
Alda,  married  Mr.  Tood,  and  lives  at  New  Cumberland; 
Maud,  and  Ula. 

Joseph  Laughlin  was  born  September  20,  1840,  and  mar- 
ried Mary  Laughlin.  She  died  in  1869,  and  he  married 
Agnes  Kirk  in  1873.     His  second  wife  died  in  1879,  and  in 
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1885  he  married  Lucretia  M.  Terrell.  ITe  served  in  the 
Union  army  in  Compny  II,  140th  Pennsylvania  Volunteers, 
and  was  mostly  with  the  army  of  the  Potomac  till  the  close 
of  the  war.  The  only  injury  he  received  was  at  Chancellors- 
ville,  where  the  explosion  of  a  caisson  caused  deafness  and 
vertigo.  Since  1873  he  has  been  living  at  Milford,  Neb. 
He  has  been  a  representative  in  the  legislature ;  and  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Odd  Fellows,  of  the  Masonic  order,  and  of  the  G. 
A.  R.  Issue :  Matilda,  married  Lee  Atwood,  and  lives  at 
Ogallalla,  Neb.;  Anna  Joetta,  married  George  Lyon;  Jack- 
son; Pall  Vane,  and  Thomas. 

Samuel  married  Mary  Cloud,  and  lives  at  Ilookstown. 
She  is  dead.  He  served  in  the  Union  army  in  Company  II, 
140th  Pennsylvania  Volunteers.  Issue:  Edna,  Jackson,  and 
Nina. 

Sarah  married  James  E.  Brandon,  and  is  now  dead.  Is- 
sue:   Samuel  and  Maude,  living  near  New  Cumberland. 

Elizabeth  married  A.  J.  Scott,  and  lives  at  Hastings,  Neb. 
They  have  one  child,  Viva. 

William  was  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  January  6,  1820, 
and  married  Miss  Pebecca  Beal  March  12,  1846.  He  lived 
and  died  on  a  part  of  the  patrimonial  estate,  near  Poe,  Pa., 
where  he  pursued  farming,  giving  special  attenion  to  sheep 
raising.  His  wife  died  about  1875,  and  after  remaining  a 
widower  for  a  number  of  years,  he  married  Miss  Katie  Gib- 
son, who  is  also  dead,  leaving  no  issue.  He  died  November 
29,  1887,  and  was  buried  in  Bethel  Cemetery,  near  Poe,  Pa. 
Issue : — 

Basil  A.,  born  January  23,  1847,  in  Beaver  county,  Pa., 
married  Miss  Mary  E.  Carson,  May  8,  1875 ;  resided  in  Bea- 
ver county,  near  the  State  line  between  Pennsylvania  and 
West  Virginia.  He  died  July  21,  1890,  and  was  interred  in 
Bethel  Cemetery.  For  some  time  before  his  death  he  was 
totally  blind. 

Elizabeth,  born  January  25,  1848,  died  March  31,  1343; 
buried  in  the  "Van  Swearingen  Cemetery,"  near  Kendall., 
Pa. 

Sarah  J.,  born  July  7,  1849,  died  August  25,  1852 ;  buried 
in  Bethel  Cemetery. 

Abram,  born  May  30,  1850,  died  August  15,  1852;  buried 
in  Bethel  Cemetery. 

Eli  R.,  born  February  16,  1852,  died  January-  23,  1S63; 
buried  in  Bethel  Cemetery. 
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Rowena,  born  March  25,  1853,  died  March  12,  1872;  in- 
terred in  Bethel  Cemetery. 

William  H.,  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  May  30,  1855, 
married  Miss  Ettie  Aton,  November  28,  1878 ;  resides  on  the 
old  homestead  near  Poe,  Pa. 

John  F.,  born  in  Beaver  county,  November  27,  1856,  mar- 
ried Miss  Nancy  J.  Carson,  December  18,  1877 ;  resides  in 
Hancock  county,  W.  Va.,  near  Fairview. 

Hugh  A.,  born  April  11,  1861,  died  March  8,  1863;  laid 
to  rest  in  Bethel  Cemetery. 

Duncan  was  born  in  Beaver  county,  December  5,  1820 ; 
was  married  April  28,  18-12,  to  Sarah  Hoge,  by  Rev.  David 
RobinsOn,  a  young  minister,  who,  by  reason  of  his  excitement, 
forgot  to  pronounce  he  young  couple  "hushand  and  wife." 
Duncan  occupied  a  part  of  his  father's  large  landed  estate; 
and  was  extensively  engaged  in  farming  and  wool  growing. 
He  died  June  28,  1889,  and  his  wife  departed  this  life  No- 
vember 20,  1891 ;  both  repose  in  Bethel  Cemetery,  which  con- 
stitutes a  last  resting  place  for  so  many  of  this  branch  of  the 
Swearingen  family.     The  children  of  this  union  consist  of : — 

Mary  M.,  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  May  23,  1843,  mar- 
ried James  B.  Gibson  April  30,  1885;  they  reside  at  Blair, 
W.  Va. 

Washington,  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  December  14, 
1844,  died  August  1,  1865 ;  buried  in  Bethel  Cemetery. 

Amanda  J.,  born  December  6,  1848,  married  Jesse  Boyd 
January  29,  1872;  resides  near  Frankfort  Springs,  Beaver 
county,  Pa. 

Sarah  A.,  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  November  21,  1S49, 
married  David  W.  Chambers  September  17,  1868;  resides 
near  Fairview,  Hancock  county,  W.  Va. 

Basil  D.,  born  January  15,  1851,  married  Miss  Rachel  Mar- 
tin, April  4,  1872;  resides  at  Poe,  Pa.,  and  is  engaged  in 
farming. 

Jonathan  D.,  born  August  22,  1853,  in  Beaver  county,  Pa., 
married  January  10,  1880,  to  Miss  Lizzie  L.  Miller;  resides 
near  Poe,  Pa.,  on  the  old  homestead,  and  is  engaged  in  agri- 
cultural pursuits. 

John  C,  born  October  23,  1855,  in  Beaver  county,  Pa., 
married  Miss  Leila  A.  Hagerty,  September  25,  1883,  who 
died  some  time  afterward.     He  subsequently  married  Miss 
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Emma  Chapman,  December  13,  188;  resides  in  Frankfort 
Springs,  Pa. 

Samuel,  born  August  15,  1857,  unmarried  and  resides  at 
Beaver,  Pa. 

Martha  M.,  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  May  20,  1859, 
unmarried  and  resides  at  Frankfort  Springs,  Pa. 

Arnet,  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  September  29,  1862, 
unmarried  (June,  1893)  and  resides  near  Poe,  Pa. 

ZACHARIAH  SWEARINGEN  was  born  in  Beaver,  coun- 
ty, Pa.,  in  1786.  He  was  twice  married,  and  died  May  31, 
1867,  at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty-one  years.  He  was  one 
of  the  first  native  born  citizens  of  Beaver  county,  and,  as  was 
the  custom  of  the  times,  his  early  manhood  was  spent  upon 
a  farm,  and  eventually  became  a  leading  successful  farmer 
and  sheep  raiser,  and  the  owner  of  several  hundred  acres 
of  land,  which  was  converted  into  productive  farms.  He 
was  the  youngest  of  a  large  family,  yet,  possessed  the  energy 
and  pluck  so  characteristic  of  the  early  settlers  of  western 
Pennsylvania.  In  middle  life,  he  became  afflicted  with  rheu- 
matism, and  for  more  than  thirty  years  was  a  cripple,  and 
confined  to  his  room  most  of  the  time.  Notwithstanding  this 
affliction,  he  superintended  his  large  landed  interests,  looking 
after  details,  and  adding  to  his  already  large  landed  posses- 
sions. His  affable  temperament,  strict  integrity,  and  gener- 
ous impulses,  drew  around  him  a  large  circle  of  admiring 
friends,  and  no  person  in  Beaver  county  commanded  greater 
confidence  and  respect  than  did  he.  His  first  wife  was  a  Miss 
Wilcoxen,  and  to  this  union  seven  children  were  born.  The 
issue  of  his  second  marriage  consisted  of  eight  children.  His 
only  sister,  Mary  Colvin,  was  killed  by  the  Indians  near  his 
father's  homestead,  where  the  subject  of  this  sketch  was 
born,  and  the  remains  now  repose  within  a  few  rods  of  the 
place  where  the  redskins  scalped  his  beautiful  sister.  His 
hatred  of  the  Indian  race  was  intense  after  the  murder  of  his 
sister  and  the  death,  at  the  time  of  her  murder,  of  her  in- 
fant child.     Issue : 

Thomas,  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  in  181S ;  married  Miss 
Margaret  Harsha  about  1858;  engaged  in  farming  and  mer- 
chandising near  Hanover,  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  until  about 
1870,  when  he  moved  to  Hookstorm  in  the  same  county, 
where  he  engaged  in  the  drug  and  apothecary  business.  Af- 
ter his  first  wife's  death,  for  some  years  he  remained  a  wid- 
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ower,  and  then  married  Maria  Gibb.  He  died  June  18,  1891, 
and  his  widow  still  survives  him,  living  at  Hookstown,  Bea- 
ver county,  Pa.

Elizabeth,  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  in  1819,  married 
Lemuel  Swearingen  in  1838,  and  died  one  year  thereafter, 
leaving  no  living  issue. 

Samuel,  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  in  1821,  married  Miss 
Mary  McKibbon.  He  was  a  successful  farmer  and  stock 
raiser  near  Poe,  Pa.  Before  his  marriage  he  taught  school 
during  the  winter  and  worked  at  stone  and  bricklaying  dur- 
ing summer  and  also  did  considerable  surveying.  He  was  a 
bright  scholar  and  a  good  mechanic  and  was  universally  es- 
teemed. He  died  at  Poe,  Pa.,  in  April,  1884,  after  a  lingering 
illness  of  more  than  a  year.  His  children  consist  of  Janette, 
unmarried  and  resides  with  her  mother  at  Beaver,  Pa.,  Zach- 
ariah  B.,  married  and  resides  at  Beaver  Falls,  Pa. ;  and  T.  W., 
married  and  resides  in  Brownsville,  Lynn  county,  Ore. 

Catherine,  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  in  1823,  married 
Miles  Standish,  a  descendant  of  Capt.  Miles  Standish  of  the 
Mayflower  of  1620.  Her  home  was  with  her  husband  on  a 
farm  near  Hanover,  Beaver  county,  Pa.  She  died  in  1859. 
Issue :  Miles,  died  in  infancy ;  Garrett  V.,  married  and  lives 
in  Brownsville,  Lynn  county,  Ore. ;  Alfred  W.,  married  and 
lives  in  same  place;  Nathan  B.,  married  and  lives  in  the  same 
place;  Zachariah,  drowned  by  falling  from  a  steamboat  on 
the  Ohio  river  near  Evansville,  nd.,  March  1870 ;  Ruth  Ann, 
married  Oliver  P.  Harvey,  and  resides  at  Browsville,  Ore. 

Garrett  Van  was  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  in  1824,  mar- 
ried Miss  Margaret  McCrea.  He  was  teacher  and  millwright 
and  a  fine  mechanic  and  mill  builder.  Went  to  California 
during  the  gold  fever  of  1849,  where  he  made  his  fortune 
in  mining.  His  wife  having  died  during  his  absence,  after 
his  return  he  married  Miss  Christena  Burk.  He  emigrated  to 
Iowa  in  1856  and  settled  in  Fremont  county  on  a  claim  which 
he  soon  converted  into  a  beautiful  and  productive  farm.  He 
was  also  engaged  in  mill  building  while  farming.  In  1860 
he  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  one  of  his  limbs,  after  which 
he  built  but  one  mill,  which  was  at  Weeping  Water,  Neb. 
He  was  postmatser  at  Sidney,  la.,  for  twelve  years.  He  has 
been,  and  is  now  (June,  1893),  prominent  in  politics,  having 
been  for  a  number  of  years  editor  of  the  Union  Times  at  Sid-

John,  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  in  1826,  died  when 
young  and  was  buried  in  the  old  "Van  Swearingen  Cem- 
etery," near  Poe,  Pa.  This  cemetery  contains  the  remains 
of  his  grandfather,  father,  and  many  of  the  older  Swearin- 
gens,  and  is  the  one  near  where  Mary  Colvin  was  killed  by 
the  Indians. 

Zachariah,  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  in  1828,  married 
Rachel  Gilliland  in  1859.  He  is  a  farmer  and  stock  raiser 
and  makes  a  specialty  of  raising  fine  horses.  His  farm  is 
near  Kendall,  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  which  place  is  his  post- 
office.  "Riar, "  as  he  is  familiarly  called,  is  one  of  the  most 
genial  and  companionable  of  men.  His  home  is  one  of  gen- 
erous hospitality  and  entertainment.  Issue:  Errett  V.,  is  a 
carpenter;  Ellsworth,  died  young;  Charles  G.,  Lulu  S.,  Mary 
L.,  live  with  their  parents. 

Leonard,  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  in  1833,  after  ar- 
riving at  manhood's  estate,  for  a  number  of  years  was  a  lead- 
ing and  successful  teacher  in  the  public  schools.  He  early 
learned  the  trade  of  stone  and  bricklaying.  In  1855  he  mar- 
ried Miss  Elizabeth  Moore.  Soon  after  his  marriage  he 
moved  to  Mercer  county,  111.,  where  he  followed  agricultural 
pursuits  and  engaged  in  teaching.  In  1864  he  and  family 
emigrated  to  Iowa,  settling  in  Dallas  county,  where  he 
engaged  in  farming  and  teaching.  Soon  after  locating  at 
this  place  he  was  elected  justice  of  the  peace,  and  about 
1875  was  chosen  auditor  of  the  county,  which  office  he  held 
for  eight  years.  .

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Strouss  in  1866.  He  was  a  successful  farmer  and  stock  rais- 
er, making  a  specialty  of  fine  sheep.  He  was  a  most  genial 
gentleman  and  his  amiable  manners  commanded  the  respect 
and  admiration  of  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  For  a 
number  of  years  he  was  director  of  public  schools  of  his 
county,  always  advocating  a  higher  education  in  the  public 
schools.  On  January  22,  1892,  he  departed  this  life  after  an 
illness  of  pleural-pneumonia  of  three  day's  confinement  to 
his  bed.  His  children  consist  of  five,  and,  with  one  excep- 
tion reside  with  their  mother  on  the  farm  near  Kendall,  Pa. 
Their  children  consist  of  Olive  M.,  married  Oscar  S.  "Wilcox- 
en,  and  resides  near  Kendall,  Pa.,  Mattie  J.,  David  S.,  Zach- 
ariah,  reside  with  their  mother  near  Kendall,  Pa. 

Mary,  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  in  1837,  married  Sam- 
uel Duncan.  For  many  years  she  has  been  a  widow,  her 
husband  died  when  her  four  children  were  small.  By  her  ener- 
gy and  pluck  she  has  managed  to  raise  her  children  on  the 
farm,  near  Florence,  Pa.,  until  they  are  now  (1893)  grown 
to  manhood  and  womanhood ;  they  are  all  still  with  her. 
Their  names  are  Robert,  John  S.,  Samuel,  and  Minnie. 

John  was  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  in  1838 ;  was  an  in- 
valid from  his  birth;  died  of  heart  disease  July,  1890.  His 
home  was  with  his  brother  Basil  after  his  father's  death. 
He  was  kind  in  disposition,  but  owing  to  his  crippled  condi- 
tion was  never  able  to  do  manual  labor. 

William  H.,  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  in  1840,  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  was  a  teacher  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native 
county  and  followed  it  as  a  profession  until  the  breaking 
out  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion  in  1861 ;  enlisted  August, 
1862,  in  Company  F,  140th  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Volun- 
teers; remained  with  his  regiment  and  was  in  General  Han- 
cock's corps;  was  in  all  the  battles  of  the  Army  of  the  Poto- 
mac to  the  battle  of  Gettysburg,  in  which  he  was  wounded 
in  the  arm ;  was  sent  to  the  hospital  at  Philadelphia.  Upon 
his  recovery  he  was  commissioned  captain  for  a  company  of 
colored  troops  and  sent  to  Norfolk,  Va.,  and  from  thence  to 
Beaufort  Island,  N.  C,  where  he  remained  with  the  colored 
troops  until  the  close  of  the  rebellion.

Henry  C.  was  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  in  1844 ;  re- 
sided with  his  father  until  the  war  broke  iut  in  1865.  When 
General  Lee  invaded  Pennsylvania  Henry  was  only  about 
nineteen  years  old.  He*  enlisted  in  Company  H,  Pennsylva- 
nia Volunteer  Militia ;  was  sent  to  the  mountains  of  West 
Virginia  to  a  place  called  New  Creek  in  June,  1863,  and  re- 
mained there  until  August  of  the  same  year,  when  his  com- 
pany was  brought  back  to  Camp  Howe,  near  Pittsburgh. 
Henry  was  discharged  August  15,  1863,  when  he  came  home 
sick  with  typhoid  fever.  He  died  August  23,  1863,  and  was 
buried  in  Harshaville  Cemetery. 

Rezin  W.  was  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  August  27,  1847.

They  have  one  child,  named 
Blanche.  Lulu  M.,  born  in  Beaver  county,  February  2,  1876, 
resides  with  her  parents  and  attends  school;  post  office, 
Harshaville,  Pa.  Edgar  Earl,  born  May  9,  1878,  in  Beaver 
county;  died  January  16,  1879,  in  bed  with  his  mother,  who 
did  not  know  there  was  anything  wrong  with  the  baby  un- 
til she  awoke  in  the  morning,  when. she  discovered  that  the 
child  was  dead.  On  retiring  for  the  night  he  seemed  in  per- 
fect health.  Bird  Ethel,  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pa.,  June 
aqg  'jooqos  spua^B  pu^  sjua.red  su[  qiAV  sapisaa  '0881  'S3 
is  the  idol  of  her  father.  Although  quite  young,  she  is  al- 
ready famous  as  a  horsewoman,  handling  a  horse  equal  to 
and  more  dexterously  than  many  men.  Her  great  delight  is 
to  ride  and  drive  horses.  Olive  S.,  born  in  Beaver  county, 
Pa.,  January  10,  1885,  lives  with  her  parents  and  attends 
school.  Like  her  sister  Bird,  she  is  a  great  lover  of  horses 
and  pets. 

The  youngest  child  of  Zachariah  was  born  in  1849  and  died 
a  few  weeks  after  birth.     The  mother  died  July  19,  1849.
